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Faculty invited to world of CAD/CAM 


UVic faculty members curious about the 
world of CAD/CAM have an opportun¬ 
ity to find out about it first-hand Feb. 28 
at a workshop sponsored by the Learn¬ 
ing and Teaching Centre. 

They will also have an opportunity to 
tour the new “L” Hut lab of Dr. Geoffrey 
Vickers of the Department of Electrical 
Engineering and Director of CAD/CAM 
and Robotics at UVic. 

Vickers will speak about computer- 
aided design (CAD) and computer-aided 
manufacture (CAM) at the workshop, 
from 12:30 to 1:30 p.m. 

At the workshop Vickers will also des¬ 
cribe the work done on the $200,000 
computer-controlled milling machine set 
up in his lab, one of two such computer- 
controlled machines in North America. 

The machining tool which is accurate 
to within a thousandth of an inch, is 
currently being used by Vickers and 
UVic engineering doctoral student San- 
jeev Bedi to machine five model ship 
hulls for the federal Department of 
Fisheries. 

The machine can be used for replicat¬ 
ing cylindrical bodies with compound 
curvatures through a computer program 
developed by Vickers and Bedi. With the 
machine it is possible to replicate some 
anatomical shapes such as heart valves 
and to machine shapes from marine pro- 
pellors to shoe lasts and ship hulls. 

Vickers has been involved in several 
computer-aided designs and manufac¬ 
ture of patented inventions. 

A cavitation nozzle used to propel a 
water jet for de-scaling, cleaning and 
abrading underwater surfaces, mainly 


on ships and offshore oil rigs, has been 
patented by Vickers and is being manu¬ 
factured, in Halifax. 

Vickers has developed a method of ice¬ 
blasting for surface cleaning of ships as 
an alternative to grit-blasting and other 
mechanical methods. 

“The big advantage of ice-blasting is 
that once the ice has performed its clean¬ 
ing duty, it melts and drains away,’’ 
explains Vickers. “Unlike grit-blasting, 
there is no residue.” 

He has been involved in developing an 
automatic steering pump for small ves¬ 
sels and obtained a major contract with 
the federal Defence Research Establish¬ 
ment Pacific (DREP) for development of 
a centrifuge de-salinization unit. 

The group involved in the preparation 
of Canada One’s challenge for the Amer¬ 
ica’s Cup have expressed great interest 
in Vicker’s expertise in marine engineer¬ 
ing, particularly in the lofting of ship 
hulls. 

The milling machine used by Vickers 
is controlled by software that includes 
three-dimensional graphics and enables 
the operator to plot and cut curved 
shapes to an incredibly precise degree. 

At the Feb. 28 workshop Vickers will 
explain how the machine is used. 

Beginning March 4, UVic’s CAD- 
/CAM Centre is offering a broad range 
of four intensive five-day courses for 
industry, through University Extension. 
Vickers and Bedi are the instructors for 
the first course which provides an intro¬ 
duction for engineers to the capabilities 
and concepts of computer-aided design 
and computer-aided manufacture.

McIntosh, the musical director for the show, is proud of the fact that it 
has become a fully integrated production with the theatre department. 
“The stage director for our production for the past few years has been 
from the theatre department and this year the Phoenix has also become 
the producer of the show,” he explains. 

“It has been a very successful collaboration this year, from our point of 
view.” 

Director of Tintypes is Prof. John Krich of the Theatre Department 
while Sherry Black is the choreographer. 

This year’s production features 28 students in the cast, plus a seven- 
member orchestra and a backstage technical crew of 20. 

While students in the Faculty of Education once predominated in the 
production, “we’ve gradually attracted students on a campus wide- 
basis,” says McIntosh. This year, more than half of the students involved 
are from outside the Faculty of Education. 

Tintypes is a turn-of-the-century review, featuring works by such com¬ 
posers as Scott Joplin, John Philip Sousa, W.C. Handy and Victor Her¬ 
bert. The story-line revolves around an immigrant to the United States 
and his experiences. Real-life characters encountered on stage include 
Theodore Roosevelt, Emma Goldman and Anna Held, a Ziegfield Follies 
dancer who married Flo Zigfield. 

For nostalgia buffs, along with ragtime, blues and marches, there are 
such tunes as “Kentucky Babe”, “My Merry Oldsmobile” and “Shor¬ 
tenin’ Bread”. 

There will be a special night March 6 for Faculty members, beginning 
at 8 p.m.

Canada’s relations with U.S. examined 


Dr. Denis Stairs, internationally 
recognized expert on Canada- 
United States relationships and 
Canada’s role in global afairs, wil 
lecture on “Canada and the Uni¬ 
ted States—Have we abandoned 
the Ramparts?”, Feb. 28, at 8 p.m. 
in the Begbie Building. 

The lecture is free and open to 
the public, offered through the 
Distinguished Lectures Commit¬ 
tee at UVic. 

Stairs, who is professor and 
chairman of the Department of 
Political Science at Dalhousie 
University, is author of Diplo¬ 
macy of Constraint — Canada, 
the Korean War and the United 
States, and has been responsible, 
through the MacDonald Commis¬ 
sion, for a series of projects 
regarding Canada and the inter¬ 


national economy. 

His lecture on Canada and the 
United States will examine 
changes in thje relationship 
between the two countries that 
have become apparent since the 
coming to power of the Conserva¬ 
tive government of Brian 
Mulroney. 

In addition to offering the pub¬ 
lic lecture. Stairs will meet with 
students from the UVic Political 
Science Department while on 
campus.

The tour, which began Feb. 13, takes 
them to the University of Washington 
campus as guests in the annual Choral 
Invitational Concert, several schools in 
the Seattle district where they will per¬ 
form and to Friday Harbour, San Juan 
Island, where they will also provide a 
concert. 

The Chamber Singers are a 20- 
member chorus, most of them students 
in the UVic School of Music. Touring 
with them is another student School of 
Music ensemble, the UVic Brass 
Quintet. 
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Conductor of the Chamber Singers is 
School of Music faculty member Bruce 
More who holds M.Mus., M.M.A. and 
D.M.A. degrees in performance from 
Yale University. He has also taught and 
conducted on the faculties of Yale and 
Vassar College and founded the music 
program at Malaspina College in 
Nanaimo. 

The program for the tour includes 
choral works by di Lasso, Gesualdo, 
Monteverdi, Hindemith, Freedman, 
Somers and Healy. 

Previous tours have taken the group^ 
throughout British Columbia and the 
Western States. In 1983, a joint concert 
tour with the University of California 
took the ensemble to San Francisco with 
stops at Portland, Oakland and the Uni¬ 
versity of California at Berkeley. 

AMS delivers 

The people of Gordon Head “responded 
magnificently” to the Alma Mater 
Society food drive Feb. 9, says AMS Vice- 
President Services Len Molden. 

“We gathered $1,500 worth of food 
with only 15 volunteers,” said Molden. 
“Residents were calling in to tell us 
where to pick the food up and very few 
that we contacted in our door-to-door 
campaign refused to donate.” 

The non-perishable donated goods 
were delivered by the AMS to the Mus¬ 
tard Seed Food Bank which is the largest 
food bank in Victoria. The food bank pro¬ 
vides 2,000 hampers of food a month, 
aiding an estimated 15,000 needy people. 


Fund-raising campaign iaunched 
for improved rowing faciiities 


A fund-raising campaign has been 
launched to build a new clubhouse at Elk 
Lake that will provide proper facilities 
for Canada's rowing elite as well as for 
rowers of all ages in the Greater Victoria 
area. 

The Victoria Rowing Society, which 
includes representatives of the UVic 
Rowing Club, the Victoria Rowing Club 
and the British Columbia Rowing Asso¬ 
ciation, announced the fund-raising 
campaign at the end of January 'when 
the design for the new facilities was 
unveiled. 

The $500,000 first stage will include a 
boat storage area, washrooms and 
change rooms, rigging decks and 
launching docks, as well as servicing for 
water, hydro and sewer. An additional 
$300,000 will be needed at a later date for 
support facilities such as a meeting hall/ 
banquet room, club rooms and kitchen 
area that wil bring the facilities up to 
world-class standards. 

The rowing centre will be built at the 
southeast corner of the lake, near the 
Patricia Bay highway, next to Eagle 
Beach. The new facility will enhance use 
of the waterfront by the public and not 
conflict with existing uses, say Society 
spokesmen. 

A new facility has been discussed by 
the Society for several years but it was 
not until a $189,000 Canada Works grant 
for the project was approved that the 
decision to go ahead was made. 

Project co-ordinator Gordon Hutche¬ 
son explains that the Society faces a 
cash shortfall of about $270,000 for the 
first stage of the facility. 

Time is a crucial factor in the fund¬ 
raising campaign, since building on the 
site must begin by March 31 for the 
Society to remain eligible for the Canada 
Works grant. 

The City of Victoria and Saanich 
Municipality have each promised 
$20,000 and rowing officials were confi¬ 
dent that Oak Bay Municipality would 
also contribute. Inquiries regarding con¬ 
tributions towards construction of the 
new facility or questions about it can be 
made at 381-3422. 

UVic head rowing coach A1 Morrow 
says Elk Lake is Canada's best site for 
rowing but has the worst facilities at 
present. Currently the facilities consist 
of an unheated storage shed with no 
washrooms or showers. 

UVic has been officially designated by 
the Canadian Amateur Rowing Associa¬ 


tion as the country's number one train¬ 
ing centre. The centre contributed 
greatly to Canada's success in the 1984 
Olympic Games in Los Angeles. Four of 
the gold-medal Canadian eights rowing 
team were UVic students Grant Main, 
Dean Crawford, Kevin Neufeld and 
Blair Horn. 

Other Canadian rowing medal 
winners included UVic students 
Marilyn Campbell (formerly Brain). 
UVic contributed 19 people to the Cana¬ 
dian rowing team that did so well at the 
Olympics, including coaches Morrow 
and Ted Daigneault. 

UVic's manager of athletics and 
recreation Ken Shields points out that 
the proper facilities are necessary for 
world-class performances to continue 
over a long period of time. 

Morrow says he is not only concerned 
with the elite members of the UVic Row¬ 
ing Club. “We have 110 members and 
only 10 or so are at the top level. New 
facilities will benefit all of them.” 

Ted Sawchuck, director of Student and 
Ancillary Services and secretary of the 
Victoria Rowing Society, sees the new 
facility serving the needs of rowers of all 
ages and levels in the Greater Victoria 
community. 

“It will encourage young rowers before 
they reach university and be a huge 
asset to our university program,” he 
says. “It will also be an asset to the Vic¬ 
toria Rowing Club which has members 
at both the competitive and recreational 
levels.” 

Bob Cunliffe, who with Michael Cullin 
designed the new facility, says it will be 
eventually shared with kayak, canoe 
and sailing groups. “The community at 
large, as well as the rowers, is going to 
benefit and get an identity from such a 
facility,” says Cunliffe. 

An economic impact study done Jby the 
provincial government's recreation and 
sports branch showed that the new facil¬ 
ity would generate $2 million in the 
Greater Victoria community in the first 
year alone, by serving as a training cen¬ 
tre for Canadian rowers and as a site for 
major regattas. 

A national training camp for rowers is 
being held this month at Elk Lake and 
all members of Canada's gold-medal 
eights team will be at a fund-raising 
dinner at Laurel Point Inn, Feb. 23.

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Conference examines access 
to computerized information 


Archives, Automation & Access, an 
interdisciplinary conference for people 
concerned about the computerization of 
information, will be held at UVic March 
1 and 2. 

The conference is being planned by 
members of the Vancouver Island Pro¬ 
ject, a UVic research project designed to 
build a data base for the historical study 
of Vancouver Island’s past, present and 
future development. The project is 
funded by the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of 
Canada. 

In the course of their work, principal 
project co-ordinators Dr. Chad Gaffield 
and Dr. Peter Baskerville of the UVic 
History Department, and their staff, 
have addressed conceptual and practi¬ 
cal issues related to automated informa¬ 
tion storage and retrieval, and have 
planned the conference as part of their 
project implementation. 

The conference will bring together 
experts on the computerization of infor¬ 
mation, specifically for archives, and 
will include leading figures in the field 
from both Canada and the United 
States. 

Interest and response to the confer¬ 
ence has been very high, reports project 
research co-ordinator Catherine Panter. 

In the past, debate has involved ways 
in which automation can serve archival 
needs, but less attention has been paid to 
the question of user access. Such ques¬ 
tions are important, and will be explored 
during the unique upcoming conference, 
say the project investigators. 

“Specifically, how can computeriza¬ 
tion facilitate the process whereby users 
seek archival material relevant to their 
research? What considerations from a 
user point of view should affect the 
development and implementation of 
standardized data elements? How 
should user needs affect the structure of 
strategies such as networking? In other 
words, what are the possibilities for 
improved access for end-users through 
automation? 

“We believe that there is now a real 
danger of too much fragmentation and, 
ironically, too little communication.” 


The two-day conference opens March 
1 with Gaffield and Baskerville, and W. 
Theodore Durr of Automated Informa¬ 
tion Reference System, discussing “The 
Challenge of Automated Access: 
Regional Prototypes”. Commentator will 
be Terry Cook of the Public Archives of 
Canada. 

“National Information Systems and 
Access” will be discussed by David Bear- 
man of the Smithsonian Institute, Terry 
Eastwood of the University of British 
Columbia, and Richard Janke of the 
Morisset Library at the University of 
Ottawa, with commentary by Uli Haller 
of the Congressional Papers Project at 
the University of Washington. 

“Access to What? Approaches to 
Appraisal, Accessioning and Records 
Managment” will be addressed by 
Susan Rosenfeld Falb of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in Washington, 
D.C., Tony Rees of the Calgary City 
Archives, and Katherine Gavrel of the 
Machine Readable Archives Division of 
the Public Archives of Canada. Com¬ 
mentator wil be Pat Acton of Action 
Information Resources Management 
Ltd. 

“On March 2, the program begins with 
“Micros, Mainframes and the End- 
User” with speakers Michel Roberge of 
the Archives Nationales of Quebec, 
David Mattison of the B.C. Provincial 
Archives, and Hugo Stibbe of the Public 
Archives of Canada. Commentator will 
be Richard Wolfe of the Ontario Insti¬ 
tute for Studies in Education. 

The final session of the conference, fol¬ 
lowing a software workshop demonstra- 
tion, is a panel discussion on 
“Researchers and the Automated Archi¬ 
vist”. Panelists will be Louis Vagiano of 
the Institute for Research on Public Pol¬ 
icy, Gordon Darroch of the Institute for 
Social Research at York University, 
David Levine of the Ontario Institute for 
Studies in Education, and Harold 
Troper of the Ontario Institute for Stu¬ 
dies in Education.

Vikings defeat Huskies 
to stay in the hunt 


The UVic Vikings basketball dynasty is 
not quite dead yet and the Vikettes 
appear poised to re-establish their 
dominance. 

After winning five straight Canadian 
Interuniversity Athletic Union (CIAU) 
championships, the Vikings were hard- 
hit by student graduations this season 
and have been struggling in Canada 
West University Athletic Association 
(CWUAA) play. 

A 70-64 win Feb. 9 over the previously 
undefeated University of Saskatchewan 
Huskies before more than 3,000 fans, the 
largest crowd ever to watch the Huskies 
at home, moved the Vikings to a record 
of five wins and two defeats in CWUAA 
play. 

Saskatchewan still leads the CWUAA 
with a 6-1 record while the University of 
Lethbridge is tied with UVic, but with a 
5-1 record, has a game in hand. 

The UVic Vikettes have a perfect 
record of nine wins and no defeats after 
winning a pair of games Feb. 8 and 9 
against the Universities of Lethbridge 
and Saskatchewan. 

Veteran Phil Ohl led the Vikings 
against the Huskies with 20 points while 
seven-foot centre Cord Clemens scored 
19 points and David Sheehan 15 points. 

Lorie Clarke continued her outstand¬ 
ing play for the Vikettes, hitting for 20 
points against Saskatchewan while 
guard Sandy Espeseth popped in 18 
points. The Vikettes could finish the 
CWUAA season with an unblemished 


record if they win their final league game 
Feb. 16 against the University of British 
Columbia. 

The Vikings played a CWUAA game 
against UBC Feb. 14 at UBC and 
returned to the McKinnon Gym for an 
exhibition game against the powerful 
Athletes in Action Feb. 16. 

The Vikings have an opportunity to 
avenge a controversial loss against the 
University of Lethbridge when they host 
the Pronghorns Feb. 22 at the McKin¬ 
non. The Vikings lost to Lethbridge 74- 
72 in Lethbridge Feb. 2 with a 
controversial travelling call against 
Sheehan taking away his last-second 
basket that would have sent the game 
into overtime. 

The Vikings host the University of 
Calgary Feb. 23. 

Librarians elect

Despatches reveal life in coionies 



Bureaucrats in London wrote notes in the margins of governors’ despatches from Victoria 


Dr. James Hendrickson (History) and 
two part-time research assistants are 
working on a project that will make 
accessible important primary source 
material about the colonies of British 
Columbia and Vancouver Island. 

The project also provides a case study 
of how bureaucrats in London ran the 
mighty British Empire of the 19th Cen¬ 
tury by remote control. 

Hendrickson has received grants of 
$53,650 to organize an accurate and usa¬ 
ble computer transcript of the colonial 
despatches from the governors of Van¬ 
couver Island and British Columbia to 
the home government in London. 

A grant of $25,000 has been provided 
through the Vancouver Foundation and 
Hendrickson received supplementary 
grants of $14,150 from the Law Founda¬ 
tion of British Columbia and $14,500 
from the B.C. Heritage Trust. 

Hendrickson and his assistants are 
transcribing the despatches covering 
the period from 1849 to 1871. “The mate¬ 
rial exists now on microfilm but it is 
extremely difficult to use because it is 
complex in format, massive in extent 
and virtually all hand-written,” 
explains Hendrickson. 

“There are 54 reels of microfilm con¬ 
taining the despatches and parts of it 
are extremely difficult to read. No one 
knows for sure what exists in the micro¬ 
film unless one is prepared to sit down 
and plow through it all.” 

There is an additional problem for 
scholars attempting to find material on 
the microfilm because of the order of 
arrangement. “Without a reasonably 
accurate transcript of the material filed 
on computer, it is virtually impossible to 
determine with certainty whether or not 
certain information exists,” says 
Hendrikson. 

Hendrickson started work on the mas¬ 
sive project more than three years ago, 
using student help, to transcribe the 
material on computer disks to assess 
more accurately the precise nature of the 
material and how it should be filed. 

“When the project is completed, it 
should enable a researcher to go directly 
and easily to whatever information is 
sought.” 


Hendrickson explains that the des¬ 
patches contain a wealth of material on 
all aspects of colonial life. 

Hendrickson pointed to a despatch 
from Governor James Douglas, for 
example, that included everything from 
detailed descriptions of proposals for 
governing mining claims to reports on 
the weather and comings and goings of 
ships and people from Victoria. 

Among the multiplicity of subjects 
included in the despatches are the origin 
of the constitution of each colony 
together with the development of their 
legislative, judicial and legal institu¬ 
tions. 

Hendrickson’s project tracks the des¬ 
patches from the governors to the Colon¬ 
ial Office in London where the 
bureaucrats took over. By notes in the 
margins of the despatches, it is clear 
that each one was thoroughly analyzed 
before being sent up through the hie¬ 
rarchy to the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies when necessary. 

“People in the Colonial Office wrote 
notes in the margin, up the side of the 
page and anywhere else there was space, 
and these notes are sometimes difficult 
to decipher,” says Hendrickson. “From 
the despatches and notes, we can 
observe the process of how the Colonial 
Office ran the Empire by means of their 
own well developed policy manual.” 

Hendrickson believes the completed 
transcript will run to more than 5,000 
pages. “If it were eventually published, 
it would take 10 or 12 volumes to do so, 
but I’m not sure if publishing of the 
material by traditional means is feasi¬ 
ble,” he says. 

“Once the material is transcribed, the 
next step will be how best to distribute 
it.” 

Target date for completion of the pro¬ 
ject is early in 1986. f 

The project is a long and painstaking 
one, but this is not the first such project 
that Hendrickson has been involved in. 
He spent eight years producing the five- 
volume edited Journals of the Colonial 
Legislatures which was selected by the 
province of B.C. as its official gift to 
Queen Elizabeth during her 1983 visit to 
the province.
